' ‘Tem poral Power’ For. Pope. 


The agreement reached between 
the Vatican and the Italian Gov- 
ernment, by. which the Papal ter 
ritory is to he slightly extended to 
tag south of the Vatiean yurdens 
and xranted all the privileges of a 
soverelyn State, provides a’ happy 
solution to a dispute of long stand- 
ing. Unofficint conversations have. 
becn going on for some time, and 
the compromise was found posstble 
by the desire mutually expressed 
that the status of the Pope in Rome 
should be one of liberty and inde- 
pendence, not only: real and per- 
feet, but manifest to the whole of 
Christendom. To. reach this re- 
sult, it was realised that the Pope 
must be granted territory of his 
own, however small it might be, in 
which the Soverelgn Pontiff could 
enjoy and exercise real ‘territorial 
sovereignty, with all tho rights In- 
herent to it. The credit for ori- 
ginating this solution of the pro- 
blem should justly be that of Car- 
dinal Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, who, as long ago as 1911, 
outlined this proposal’ at the 
the Catholic Congress at.New- 
castle-on-Tyne, He mentioned: that 
the Papacy had no desire for tem- 
poral dominion 28 guch and no wish. 
to play the part of one of the lead- 
ing powers in the competition’ for 
Increased worldly . possegsions. 
Italy has its ‘own precedent -for 
the situation which will follow the 
signature of the agreement, for the 
little Republic of San Marino, al- 
though surrounded by Italy, Is 
nevertheless a perfectly free and 
independent State. It was natural, 
however, ‘that the Vatican should 
expect some compensation, ‘for the 
Church properties. taken’ by the 
Government of Italy through the 
annexation of the Papal . States, 
and the indemnity has been agreed 
Upon at two milliards of gold lire, 
‘or’ approximately © £80,000,00), 
which the Pope has decided to de- 
vote to the support of Missions
